Hall Bill Passed to Third Reading and Will Close 
Every Track in the State if It Be- 
comes a Law. 



Anna|>olis, Md., March 23.— The race track in- 
terests got a rude slini'k in tlie lower house of the 
leifislature this afteriuwii wIkmi tliat Iw>d.v l>y a vote 
of tK) to 40 voted down the Frick substitute to the 
Hull aiiti-l)ettins hill and passed the Hall measure 
to third readiiiR. If fiuall.v passed hy l«)th liouses, 
the Hall hill will close every mile track in Mary- 
land. hut amcmlmeiits adopted will permit the 
county fair half-mile tracks to conduct sliort meet- 
incs. 

Tliere was intense interest in the result and the 
final vote was preceded hy a lout; dehate. Ihdenate 
Hall made a hot speech in favor of liis hill and 
aKuiust tile committee amendment, which was the 
Frick senate bill, creatiin: a state r.acini; commission 
and imposiiiK a license tax of .^1,060 a day. 

Several amendments to tlie amendment were 
voted down before the main amendment was voted 
on. Tlie vote for the Hall hill was a few votes 
stronger than was expected and it is not thought 
that enough votes can Is* sliifted on tlie final read- 
inig to defeat it. There are predictions that tlie 
hill will go through the senate, altliough it is ex- 
jiected to meet with stronger opiKisition there than 
it did in the lower house. 

Additional details are available of the apiiearance 
liefore the house judiciary committee at Annapolis 
of Thomas (’lyde. tlie dominant figure iii tlie affairs 
of the Maryland .lackey ('lub, in <-oiinection witli 
the Hall hill, whicli is a cop.v of the so-called 
Hughes law in New York. Speaking against tlie 
hill, Mr. Clyde declari'd that it was neitlier an anti- 
racing nor an anti-tii'ttiug hill. Tlie same law, he 
said, had been in operation, in New York state for 
five years anil it had not only not stopiwd racing, 
but it had not even decreased hettiug. He told 
how Imokmakers make their I«*ts on credit, having 
a regular clientele. He said this was a much worse 
form of lK*tting tlian tlie iiari-miitiiel system, lie- 
cause the latter was strictl.v cash and a man could 
not wager more than the money he liad with him. 

The Hughes law in New York was declared hy 
Mr. Clyde to Is* the worst blow to decent racing 
that the country Iiad ever liad. It had not stopped 
betting, but made it worse. 

‘‘If I told you,” interrupted Clmimian Hall, “that 
the governor would veto an.v hill putting tlie state 
in the gambling hiisiiiess. what would you sa.v?” 

“I would sa.v that probably it was a mere as- 
sumption,” was the reply. 

"Well, you would In* wrong,” said Chairman 
Hall. 

“Under this Hall hill.” continued Mr. Cl.vde, 
“there would be no limitation of racing. Racing 
could go on from January 1 to Decemher 31 of each 
year. The Mar.vland Jockey Club would not hold 
race meetings under this law, but its track would 
probably he leased h.v some person who would run 
races, and races might Ik* run all over the state 
without limitation as to time. It would incre.ase 
racing and not decrease betting. If you must pass 
this Hughes law, which failed in New York, for 
heaven’s sake put in something to limit the amount 
of racing.” 

Mr. Clyde told of the status of racing in other 
states, the imjMissihilit.v of eliminating iK'tting. and 
declared that the Frick hill was a “goo<l. honest 
reform measure.” and would be a good revenue pro- 
ducer for the state. 

In answer to iiuestions Jlr. Clyde said that the 
Maryland Jocke.v Club was capitalized at 
on which the stockholders refused to take more than 
six iier-ceut.. or .$9.<«K» a year. They had thus 
rt*ceived in the last threi* years .827,tSMI. while the 
suridus of $.33.<KtO had lieen given to charity. 

Mr. Clj-de said tliat what was needed was strict 
regulation and limitation of racing and the reduc- 
tion of profits h.v means of taxation. 

Neither the president of the Mar.vland .Jockey 
Club nor any of the stewards received any sal- 
ary, said Mr. Cl.vde. The regular secrctar.v and 
Judge receives .^4.(HKl and the treasurer !?2,.'>00. 

Mr. Clyde explained all tlie finances of tlie 
Maryla id Jockey Ciiih and declared it was wil- 
ling to iiay a tax of a day under tlie pro- 

visions of till* Frick hill. 

It was stated tliat tlie lliree tracks using tlie 
pari-mutuel system of lietting last year liandled 
not less than .3!»,00(MKHl tliroiigli tin* machines. 

AdviK*ates of the Hall hill think that Governor 
Harrington would veto the Frick hill if it were 
passed. This was stated hy .Mr. Hall in the 
hearing on his hill, and the governor was asked 
if his attitude had Im-cu correctl.v represented. He 
reidied that he did not recollei-t having so ex- 
jiressed himself, and indicated that he did not 
think a public statement of his stand on the 
question necessary at this time. The assumption 
was that he did not think the Frick hill could be 
passed. If there should aiqiear to lie a strong 
chance of its getting through, the firediction is that 
the governor may Ik* heard from, so that the legis- 
lature may know what to exiK*ct. 

The Frick hill limits the racing season from Ajiril 
1 to December 1 and provides that no purse shall 
he for less than .8.'ilM) in added money. It iirovides 
for an unpaid coniniission of five, which shall be 
paid, however, for expenses incurred, not exceeding 
Sl.oOO. The hill exempts from its provisions trot- 
ting meetings and races conducted by state, county 
and other fair associations holding not more than 
one meeting annually, and for a periiMl of not ex- 
ceeding six da.vs for each meeting. For iierniission 
to hold such meetings application must Ik* made to 
the State Racing ('ommission. which will grant a 
license therefor on the pa.vment of a fee of S2.'). 
The bill makes all meetings at which any running 
races are held for any purse or stake nuisances, un- 
less authorit.v to hold them is granted by the coiii- 
missiou, and subjects every person (*ouncctcd there- 
with to a fine of not less tlian nor more than 

.$1,090 for each day such racing goes on. It also 
grants the commission iiower to sue out an injunc- 
tion to prevent the holding of any such unlicensed 
meeting. I’aynient of the Sl.lKMt license fee is made 
a condition iirecedent to the granting of an.v pi*rmit 
to hold a race meeting, and the award of days and 
dates made hy the commission is to Ik* final in all 
cases. An.v racing as.siH-iation wiiich shall he ri*- 
fiised a iiermit to hold a meeting or whose license 
shall have been revoked by the commission because 
of failure to comply with the commission’s regula- 
tions, may have the decision reviewed hy any court 
having equity jurisdiction in the county where the 
meeting is to lie or was held.

It is a rare hand of extremely speed.v horses that has been nominated to tr.v conclusions in the forth- 
coming Kentucky Handicap. It is something in the way of a rellection on the rich racing organizations 
of the east that none of them offers a handicap apiiroxiniating the Kentucky Handicap in value, or a 
sweepstakes for three-year-olds anyway near as valuable as the Kentucky and Latonia Derh.vs. Ken- 
tucky’s reward in the matter is that eastern owners feel that the.v cannot afford to uegle’ct any chance 
to win such rich and scarce events, hence the entry of iiractically all of tlie stars of eastern racing and 
the attractive addition of an inter-sectional flavor of high Interest. The eastern horse, Borrow, won 
this race last year and it will not lie for lack of trying if an eastern owner does not also carry off the 
honors and siKiils of Douglas Park’s headliner this year. Of course tlie assignment of weights is the 
factor of prime imiKirtiince. hut in the meantime one cannot overlook the fact that with Borrow, Regret. 
Dominant. Thunderer. 81ipsh<Kl. Bromo, I.K*na Misha, Old Koenig. Boots, Star Hawk. Roanier. Buskin and 
Skeer Face nominated, the east has a contingent formidable alike in niimlier and high quality. Roamer 
was a badly lH*aten horse when Borrow won last siiring. but there is more than one side to Roanier. 
There is no doubt that, probably because overhurried in training, he was then b.v no means the iieerless 
Roanier of later on in the year. Becau.se he was not lit last year it diK's not follow that he will not he 
tit this year and if he is — well, the horse that beats him, high weight or low weight, will have done 
some sure enough racing.

KENTUCKY BREEDERS’ RECOMMENDATIONS. 



Suggest Provision of Longer Distance Racing, In- 
creased Purses and Heavier Weight Scale. 

Lexington. K.v., March 23. — .Vt a meeting of 
breeders of thoroughbred horses held here today at 
the PhiK*nix hotel, resolutions were adopted as to 
longer distance racing, larger purses and raising 
of weights. 

A. B. Hancock of BoiirlKui county, as chairman, 
presided and a rommittee composed of Hal Price 
Headley, secretary, (». H. Chenaiilt. Milton Young, 
Harvey Myers, Matt J. Wiun. John Haclimeister. 
G. N. Wilson and A. B. Gallaher were selected 
as an executive committee. 

'Pin* resolutions adopted were ns follows; 

“To the members of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission : 

"The undersigned committee apiHiinted by your 
honorable IkkI.i* to recommend for your consideration 
suitable rules ]iroviding for an increase in the 
length of ra<*es to Ik* run on the Kentucky tracks 
under your jurisdiction res|K'ctfiilly recommend: 

“First 'Phen* sliall not Ik* offered more than two 
races ou the i>rograiu of any day for two-year-olds. 



“Second — That there shall not lie offered on the 
program of an.v day more than two r.*i<*es for three- 
year-olds and upward of less than a mile. 

“’Phird — 'That the remainder of the dail.v pro- 
gram. e.xcliisive of stake events, shall be for races 
of one mile or over, one of which races shall Ik* of 
a mile and one-eighth or over, other than selling 
races, with not less than ?S(K) added money, ex- 
cept that this provision as to added money shall i 
not appl.v to Lexington. 

“Fourth — We further recommend that not less 
than two allowance races or handicaps per week 
shall 1ki offen*d by eacli racing association of not 
less tlian one mile and a quarter each, after May 
13. and all races shall close with for entries. 

“Fifth — We further recommend that not to ex- 
ceed tliiee overnight selling races shall be offered 
by an.v association on any one day. 

“Sixth — It is the sense of your committee that 
in view of the proposed increase in length of races, 
the scale of weights should be increased so that no 
horse shall carr.v less tlian one hundred ]H>unds in 
handicaps and that the weight sh.ill not Ik* less 
than seven pounds 1h*1ow the si*ale. 

“We resiH*ctfnll.v recoinniend that the foregoing 
shall aiqdy to the spring 1916 meetings only and 
that, if it meets the approval of .voiir honorable 
IkkI.v, that this or a similar committee Ik* author- 
ized to reconvene after the spring meetings to fur- 
ther consider the subject and make reconiinenda- 
lions to your honorable liody.

Three Jockeys Badly Hurt When Their Mounts Fall 
in the Fifth Race — Several Riders 
Suspended for the Meeting, 



Hot Springs, Ark., JIarch 23. — Jlonsieiir Perci 
show»*d a s|iarkling iK'rformance in the mile and 
seventy yards handicap that featured this after- 
noon’s racing at Oaklawn and which he won in easy 
fashion in fast time over Bob Hensle.v and Jack 
Reeves. Bob Hensle.v was an outstanding favorite, 
but tired badl3' after he had raced ou even terms 
with Jack Reeves to the last turn. Jlonsieur Perci 
had iK'en under hard restraint up to tills point, but 
when called on drew into the lead with a rush and 
increased his advantage with ever.v stride. 

Cool and threatening weather, with an occasional 
shower, had no effect on the attendance, which 
was again of exceptionall.v large iiroportions. The 
same twent.v-five “information” brokers were again 
in line and were kept extra busy during the after- 
niKin. 

A switch fnim jocke.v Kederis to Jliirphy worked 
a decided change in Ima Frank’s running and that 
fill.v won in the easiest fashion in the opening 
dash. Her connections were somewhat surprised 
that such a short price rnlt*d against the filly. 

The second race had a iK*ciiliar apiiearance, 
mainl.v due to the restraining tactics of jockey 
JIcEweii on Old Bob, which was taken back to last 
place before JIcEwen seemingl.v made any effort 
iit riding him hard. Yallaha. the supposed giKid 
thing, had a hard time of it to outstay the badly 
ridden Balgee, and had Originator not propped at 
the start that racer would have won. 

Jlater. ou which Stearns gave a jKKir exhibition 
in her last race, made good under Dodds’ riding, 
but her victory was assisted considerably b.v the 
action of Jluriel’s Pet in forcing t'apt. Ben out 
while racing down the back stretch. It cost the 
Scott racer much ground and he failed to overcome 
the disadvantage in the stretch, though makiug a 
valiant effort. 

The running of tiie fifth race developed an acci- 
dent which was attended with serious results for at 
least one jockey and caused the disqualification of 
Souvenir after that racer had finished first. 'Phe 
mishap came as a result of jockey 'P. Hayes’ failure 
to keep Souvenir straight in the last seventy yards. 
She crossed Blue Gap sharply, causing the latter 
to fall. Goiirley had the mount ou Blue Gap and 
he struck the ground hard.

J'an Diisen managed to walk away 
but Goiirley and Gentry had to lie carried to the 
jockeys’ quarters, where medical attention was 
promptly given them. 

Another mishap attend<*d the final dash, when 
Ingot unseated Stearns at the jiost and ran away. 
The others were dispatched without him. Stearns 
escaped with a bad shaking up.

Holland is firmly convinced that would horsemen 
with “mad.” man-eating runners in their stables 
secure the services of a rough rider and start their 
bad actors a number of times in quarter races the.v 
would meet with i*ertain success in the matter o'f 
breaking the bad ones. 'Phe continued scoring in 
the straightawa.v and short races tends to do away 
with nervousness and fretfulncss in the thorough- 
bred, thinks Mr. Holland.

FEW NEW YORK HORSES FOR MARYLAND. 



Names of Two- Year-Olds of the Belmont and 
Cochran Stables This Year.

New York. Alarcli 23. It is <IiiuhtfnI if m.in.v. if 
.Mii.v. of the horses th.it have wintered on Long 
Island will ra<-e on the Maryland tracks this siiring. 
None of those at Belmont Park will go to Bowie, not 
one of tliem having done anything Imt slicd work 
tliis year so far. A canvass of all the trainers at 
Belmont Park shows that the horses are at least one 
month iH-liind in their preliniinar.v iireparations for 
the season of 19Di. 

.According to tlie records of Jlr. Pels, who h.as 
charge of Belmont Park, the horses were doing 
track work in 1915 on February 22. It may lie that 
,1 few will lie ready for racing at Pimlico, but 
there will be none at Bowie and it is doubtful if 
Havre de (Jriice will see an.v of the Belmont Park 
contingent. All told. 127 horses have wintered at 
the Westcliester Racing .Association’s track and so 
well have tliey thrived, notwithstanding the hard 
winter, that there is no question about Belmont 
Park becoming one of the most desirable wintering 
places of the future. 

Since the close of last year Mr. Pels lias liad the 
track scraped and lie jiredii-ts tliat it will lie the 
best course in .America. “The prospects for tlie 
coming season,” said lie. “can b<- gatliered from the 
facts tliat requisitions have already la-en made for 
more stalls tlian are available within the enclosure 
and it is nut at all imprubabie we shall have to 
turn the row of aeroplane hangars into staldes; 
in fact, we already have sni-li a plan in contempla- 
tion. .According to incasiiremeiits, each liangar will 
furnish eleven stalls. With the great numb<>r of 
horses we exi«-ct for tlie opening of tlie Belmont 
I’ark meeting the stables at .Aqucdin-t and .lainaica 
will liave to N- utilized. 

“As soon as tlie weatlier breaks it will not take 



long to get the training track ready for the horses 
and 1 siqipose tliere will ls> a busy time' around 
here among owners and trainers jireiiaring their 
charges. I'here is little question that niiiiiy of the 
liorses will be late in getting ready. The condition 
of affairs at Belmont Park may 1 h> Is'st descrilied as 
a case of •watchful waiting’ for the sun to shine 
and the. snow to disappear.” 

Mr. .August Belmont has wintered twent.v-six 
horses at Belmont Park in charge of Sam Hildreth, 
thirteen of which are two-year-olds, as fidlows:

The Solitaire 
colt is a close coupled youngster with a fine middle 
piece, admirably furnished quarters and strong, 
slanting shoulders, a youngster that suggests Vixir- 
hees and a half dozen other Iiorses Solitaire II. has 
sent to the races in tiie last ten or fifteen years. 
The ntimus colt is a youngster of considerable 
bulk set up on short legs, his great length under- 
neath and short back being his most conspicuous 
points of attraction. lie is an extremel.v coniel.v 
colt in front. His head is small, but spleudidl.v 
shaiied. his jowls set wide apart and his eyes fuil 
and mild. Both these youngsters have sliced. They 
showed it last fall when Brooks broke them and they 
are well along toward racing condition now. Brook's 
exiiects to have one or both of them at the starting 
gate on the first day of the Bowie meeting.

The onl.v 
other two-year-old in tlie stable is a Imiwn colt 
tliat will lie known to fame as Crank. This one is 
II son of Celt. He was liivd b.v .Arthur Hancock in 
.Alliemiirle county. Virginia, and his dam was Cross- 
patch, a Niirser.v-bred daugliter of Hastings and 

Lucy Cross. Crank has the bulk of the Celts and 
plent.v of reach. He will lauir the silks of Mr.

Marx, cliairman of the stockholders committe*' 
called the ineeting to order, it was announced that 
John Diilon. vi< e-iiresident of the association, had 
sent a chei-k to jin-sident Rennyson for the $2.4.50 
voted him. stating lie did not feel justified in ac- 
cepting coiiipensatien for services rendered.

Story of the Progressive Career of J. B. Joel in 
English Turf Affairs. 



Veni, vidi, vici is a motto which might reasonably 
lie iidopttd liy -Air. J. B. Joi-l in view of his re- 
markable turf career. Having regard to all that 
has (H-ciirred since, it hardly seems credible that it 
was not nntil 1900 that ht- adopted the sec<>nd 
colors of his late brother, AA'bolf, and registered as 
his racing iivery “black jacket and red cap.” which 
now ranks iiigli in popularity and is familiar iu con- 
nection with the highest class sport. In tin- same 
year Air. S. B. .Nk-I, wlio had preceded him as an 
owner, altered his colors from green and pink 
iaiops and quartt-red caji to stripes of the same iiiic 
witii a pink cap. -and it was in BliK) tliat Air. 11. 
Barniito, the phmeer of the family, bnaight off a 
big coup in the I-iiicolnshire Handicap with Sir 
Geoffry. trained by Charles -Arclier. I’rior to tliat 
Air. Jot-1 had been (sinteiit to bri-ed terriers an.i 
bulldogs unlil he changed his mind in favor of hack- 
neys. but neither of thoset pursuits satisfied his 
sporting instincts or amhition. Air. Joi-l’s manner 
of giving up the hackneys was curious, in so far 
that he hartered tlie whole of his stud for a ran- 
siiite <if (thippendale furniture in the posst-sshin of 
an intimate friend who liappened to covet the hack- 
neys.

Foxliall ma.v or nia.v not Ik- (-ntitled to inclusion 
in Hie list of great iiorses; that is a matter of 
individual opinion. But that he was an animal of 
more than average excellence admits of no ar- 
gument. Foxliall was bred in 1871 at the AAhvod- 
Iiurn Stud, Kentiiek.v. b.v Air. -A. J. -Alexander, 
and was a ba.v by King -Alfon.so out of Jamaica. 

The colt made his acquaintance with the turf in 
the autumn of the year 1.8.-S0, when, in the colors 
of Air. J. R. Keene, he tiMik part in the Bedford 
Stakes at the Newmarket Second Octols-r Aleeting. 
He had few friends on this occasion, being allowed 
to start at 8 to 1 against in a field of four, odds 
of 3 to 1 Ix-ing laid on a filly belonging to Lord 
Rosetk-ry. known tis Al.vra. Foxliall. however, de- 
feated tin* favorite bj’ a head; but twentj'-four 
hours or so 1-iter a colt named S-ivoyard. also 
owned b.v I-ord Roseber.v. got the lietter of the 

-American in the -Ashley Sweepstakes. His final 
.‘ippearance as a juvenile was made in the Bri-tby 
Niirser.v at the Houghton Aleeting. in which, car- 
rying 124 iKuinds, he won b.v a liead from tlie

Bend Or, carrying 131 pounds, and 
the mount of Fred -Arcin-r. while tin- liglitly- 
weighteil Incendiary and Liic.v Glitters were also 
iMith preferr*-d to the Cesarewitcli hero, which 
wound up on the 10 to 1 mark. 

Altogethi-r it was a liigh-class field, as. apart 
from tliose named there were Tristan, tlieii a tliree- 
.vetir-old. handii-apped tit 126 iioiinds; Peter, which 
had 140 IMiunds in the saddle; Petronel. 126 pounds; 
Philamnion, 122 pounds; Preston-pans. 122 pounds; 

116 iioiiiids; and Corrie Roy, S9 pounds, in- 
cluding five pounds overweight, and it was a siden- 
did achievement on the iiart of the son of King 
Alfonso to complete a notable double, though it was 
onl.v b.v a head that he accounted for Liic.v Glitt(-rs, 
while Tristan was but ti neck further iu the rear.
